To Meet Germany’s Effort. 

President Wilson’s determination to 
meet Germany’s supreme efforts with 
the utmost of America’s available man- 
power to assist the desperately resist- 
ing French and British armies is sharp- 
ly reflected in the movement of troops 
@uring the last three months. The 
March sailings of 8,811 were increased 
in April to 117,212. May saw another 
244,346 men embark and last month 
276,372 were sent away, making a to- 
tal for the three months of 637,929. 
This, Secretary. Baker said later, put 
the troop movement six months ahead 
of the original program. 

Substantially thirty divisions are 
now in France ready to meet what- 
ever move the German staff has in 
preparation. Some of these divisions 
already have been formed into the first 
field army under Major General Lig- 
gett, others are holding trench séc- 
tors at important points along the bat- 
tle line, and still others have been 
Sroken up and brigaded with the French 
and British troops. And, so when the 
German thrust comes, the Americans 
will be called upon to play no small 
part in meeting it 

Secretary Baker wrote the president 
that the supplies and equipment in 
France for the million men who have 
gone is shown by latest reports to be 
adequate and added “the output of our 
war industries in this country is show- 
ing marked improvement in practically 
all lines of necessary equipment and 
supply.” :

Syracuse, N. Y., July 2.—At least 16 
persons were killed and 200 injured 
and the huge plant of the Semet-Solvay 
Co. at Split Rock, near here, virtually 
wrecked by two explosions of trinitro- 
toluol at 9:30 o’clock tonight. 

Terrific concussions from the explo- 
sions of the powerful war powder 
‘recked large business buildings in the 
center of this city, smashed plate glass 
windows and caused a panic in the res- 
idential portion of the town as if it 
had been shaken by an earthquake. 

The explosions followed a fire that 
had raged beyond control and spread 
to the “T. N. T.” vats. Two of these 
let g0, 
an avalanche of debrie and scattered 
the flames to adjoining buildings. 

At a late hour tonight the flames 
were burning fiercely and there was 
danger of more explosions. 

Volunteer firemen were powerless to 
stay the progress of the flames. Aid 
was sent from Syracuse, but at mid- 
night the water system broke down. 

Men Hurled in All Directions. 

A shift of 500 workmen was in the 
plant when the fire, the origin of which 
ha@ not been ascertained, broke out. 
The workers made efforts to subdue 
the flames, and later in speeding to 
safety were caught in the first of the 
two explosions. Men were hurled in 
all directions. Two, caught between 
burning buildings, were brown through 
a wall. Still alive when picked up, 
there was not a shred of clothing on 
their bodies. 

The second big explosion followed 
fifteen minutes after the first and 
the ‘combined force of the two crum- 
pled buildings in the vicinity. The 
homes of workmen across the road 
from the plant collapsed, and burning 
timbers were blown to the roofs of 
buildings acrose the railroad tracks 
which divide the plant in half. 

James Russo and Arthur C. Goodfel- 
low were analyzing samples in the 
plant when the cry of “fire” called them 
to building No. 1. 

Net Eneagh Water. 

Of their efforts to subdue the flames, 

fellow said: 

“The smoke was so thick it was im- 
possible to see much, and little explo- 
sions kept letting go inside the build- 
ing. We trieé@ the hose, but could do 
little good. There wasn’t enough water 
to be of any use. 

.“We knew that a big explosion was 
coming, and we turned and ran for 
our lives down the hill. We were just 
at the foot. of .it when the big Plast 
let go. It knocked us both - t on 
our faces.” 

A telephone message from Split Rock 
brought the first word of the disaster 
to the city.. It reached police head- 
quarters in the form of a request for 
ali the ambulances and all the police- 
men who could be spared.

According to the letter, he was 
wounded in the muscle of the right arm 
by a machine gun, when an attack was 
made by the marines, and he adds that 
he was lucky to come out alive. He 


wrote the letter with his left hand, and 
at the time he was lying on his back, 
very comfortable in an American hos- 
pital behind the firing line. He praised 
the work of the Red Cross nurses, and 
stated American women were giving 
the wounded the best of treatment. 
Young Dyar is only 21 years old, and 
has been in France for several months. 
Three days after war was declared he 
enlisted in the Marine corps. When he 


arrived in France he was placed in the] 


same company with Jake Yarbrough, 
an Atlanta boy who was killed in ac- 
tion several days ago.

The German counter attack which 
was fiercely conducted, was launched 
against the American positions at 3 
o'clock this morning.

Virtually the 
remainder of the enemy attacking force 
was annihilated. 

The attack by the Americans on the 
Vaux positions was so terrific that they 
‘swept right through the enemy lines 
and had their object been to continue 
the advance they could have done 80 
with the greatest ease, as virtually 
everything before them had been 
cleared. So great was the enthusiasm 
of the men the officers in some cases 
had to look sharp to keep them from 
going beyond the set objectives. 

It is not improbable that the Ger- 
mans are planning another counter at- 
tack for the coming dark hours, but 
preparations have been made to meet 
them. 

Vast Quantity of Material. 

A vast quantity of material, consid- 
ering the size of the operation, is be- 
ing taken to the rear, but probably 
will not be tabulated for several days. 
In the fighting west of Vaux, the 
Americans stormed several enemy nests 
and killed or vaptured the occupants 
then turned the guns the other way, 
using them effectively against the en- 
emy rear areas.

meter and a half on a total front of 
about four kilometers. All day today 
the troops in the front line have been 
subjected to a heavy shell fire. They 
had some shelter in one patch of woods, 
which they occupied, but those who 
did not enter the wood have only the 
protection which they had provided for 
themselves with their entrenching tools 
or by taking cover in shell holes. From 
one crater slightly in advance of the 
line, but on it, from a technical point 
of view, American soldiers this after- 
noon let their comrades know where 
they were when one of their party lean- 
ed over the lip of the crater and waved 
his helmet. 3 

The prisoners taken in the German 
counter attack say that they marched 
for three hours as fast as they could 
when word reached the commander of 
an enemy battalion in the rear of Vaux, 
which town is on the right of the 
American attack. Observers reported 
this morning that the Germans were 
apparently hurrying to bring up rein- 
forcements behind their line. 

All the prisoners questioned today 
expressed their relief at being cap- 
tured, One speaking excellent English 
said to the correspondent: 

“Thank the Lord, I’m out of there. 
The American artillery smothered us 
more than once and the infantrymen 
fight Mke wild devils without a single 
fear, but when the fight is. finished 
they are gentlemen. One could have 
killed me, but did not, and I gave him 
my iron cross for my thanks.” 

Germans Taken by Surprise. 

In the Vaux region the Americans 
took the Germans completely by sur- 
prise. Most of the prisoners were tak- 
en out of cellars and dugouts. 

How many Germans were killed of 
course is unknown, but from the num- 
ber of dead in plain view at various 
places the total must have been consid- 
erable. 

While the artillery preparation was 
on many American airpanes 
flew high overhead. Some were pro- 
tecting the observation balloons, while 
others were combing the skiés to keep 
off enemy machines, 

Early this morning the American pi- 
lots again appeared for similar duty 
and were soon found contesting with 
the enemy for supremacy in the air.

GERMANS REPULSED 
IN COUNTER ATTACKS. 


Paris, July 2.—German counter at- 
tacks west of Chateau Thierry against 
the positions captured by the American 
troops have completely failed, accord- 
ing to’-the war office announcement 
tonight. The village of St. Pierre-Aigle 
is again-in French hands. 

The statement reads: 

“Between the Oise and the Aisne we 
repulsed two enemy attacks east of 
Vingre. 

“South of the Aisne, a local opera- 
tion enabled us to occupy the village 
of St. Pierre Aigle, where we took 
about thirty prisoners, 

“West of Chateau Thierry German 
counter attacks against the positions 
captured in the region of Vaux by the 
Americans completely failed. Addi- 
tional pieces remained in our hands. 

“Eastern Theater, July 1: The day 
was calm along the whole front. Brit- 
ish aviators bombed enemy establish- 
ments in thefRupel valley.” 

The French day statement reads: 

To the west of Chateau Thierry a 
ocal operation carried out in con- 
junction with the Americans enabled 
the French to improve their positions 
on the front of Vaux-Hill 204. The 
village of Vaux and the heights to the 
west of the village were captured by 
American troops. The number of pris- 
oners taken during this action exceeds 
800, including five officers. 

“Raiding operations carried out be- 
tween Montdidier and Noyon and to the 
east of Rheims resulted in the taking 
of a few prisoners. 

“Attempted German raids near Bel- 
loy and in upper Alsace failed under 
the French fire.” 


ALLIES FAIL, 
GERMANS SAY. 


Berlin, July 2.—(Via London.)—Al- 
lied attacks west of Chateau Thierry 
have been repulsed by the Germans, 
according to the official statement is- 
sued today. Attacks against the Ger- 
man lines at other points, the state- 
ment adds, also have failed. 

The statement reads: 

“At many points along the front 
strong surprise firing attacks were 
made preliminary to enterprises launch- 
ed by the enemy, which ended in their 
repulse. 

“West of the Oise and south of the 
Aisne there’ -was lively reconnoitering 
activity. trong partial attacks by 
the enemy south of the Ourcq and west 
of Chateau Thierry were frustrated in 
our fighting zone.” 


GERMANS ATTACK | 
BRITISH POSITIONS. 


With the British Army in France, 
July 2.—(By the Associated Press.) — 
After an intense bombardment the Ger- 
mans at 10 o’clock last night began an 
attack on the positions the British had 
gained Sunday night when they drove 
the enemy from important high ground 
southeast of Bouzincourt to the north 
of Albert. 

On the northern end of the line in- 
volved the enemy succeeded in reclaim- 
ing a few of his 01d positions, in which 
he was maintaining himself at the lat- 
est reports. At all other points. the 
Germans were repulsed and badly pun- 
ished. 

Three separate assaults were driven 
forward by the gray coats on the Brit- 
ish right, but each time they were 
hurled back. 

On the left the enemy made better 
progress, and in the early stages of 
the battle regatned a part of his for- 
mer defenses. 

The British tmmediately organized a 
counter attack which was carried out 
with such spirit that the Germans 
were forced to fall back from a part 
of the recovered position. 


London, July 2.—German troops last 
night after a strong bombardment at- 
tacked te the northwest of Albert, 
north of the Somme in an attempt to 
regain positions lost to the British on 
Sunday night. The enemy succeeded 
in gaining a footing in one of the Brit- 
ish trenches, the war office announces, 
but elsewhere were repulsed with 


losses.

Memorial - Service 


ForCapt. Williams 


Captain Franklin Mikell 
Tells of Sorrow Caused by 
Death of Officer, Who 
Was Killed on Observa- 
tion Tower, in Letter 
Home. 


Carrying a message of steadfast 
courage and determination, a letter re- 
ceived in Atlanta from Captain Frank- 
lin T. Mikell, of Company B, 326th in- 
fantry, tells of the funeral services for 
Captain Jewett Williams, of the same 
regiment, whose death, which occur- 
red while on an observation tour, was 
reported several weeks ago. 

Captain Mikell’s letter, addressed to 
his mother, describes the impressive 
funeral ceremonies for Captain Wil- 
liams, and speaks of the high esteem 
in which the dead officer was held by 
all his comrades in arms. 

The 326th is part of the Ejighty- 
second division, trained at Camp Gor- 
don, which has been in France for sev- 
eral weeks. 

Other letters received here have car- 
ried the information that Captain Wil- 
liams was on a tour of observation in 
the front line trenches when hé met 
instant death, being killed by a frag- 
ment .of explosive shell. It appears 
that it is customary to send the of- 
ficers of the vwarious regiments to the 
front line for this observation work 
from time to time and Captain Wil- 
liams had just arrived as a member of 
such a party when he was killed. 

Captain Mikell’s Letter. 


\, The letter from Captain Mikell reads, 


in part, as follows: 


My heart is sad this Sabbath day as 
have had our first casualty today. Captain 
Jewett Williams, of D company, the Athens 
minister who gave up his pulpit to enter 
the training camp, was up in the trenches 
on a tour of observation and we have just 
received the news of his death. 

No details were given, but just the bare 
facts. 

I have just returned from the memoria! 
services and everyone feels our first loss 
very deeply. There will be many others, 
perhaps, but the shock of our first has been 
very greatly felt, but at the same time it 
has filled us with a great determination to 
give a good account or ourselves when our 
time comes, and to avenge his early death. 

Such things bring one very close to God 
and after a very beautiful service, we are 
now ready to look things more squarely in 
the face and to regard the issues more se- 
riously. God is all-powerful and His will 
must be done and I can only hope and pray 
that when it comes my time to answer the 
roll that I will be as well prepared to meet 
it as Captain Williams was. A _ well-loved 
man and a fine officer, and there was a 
kind word for him on the lips of every man 
who knew him. 

New Hard ase Nails. 

I am as well as can be and am still 
working hard. You would not know me 
now. Hard work, plenty of exercise and 
sleep and good food, the sun and the salt 
eurf have all played their part in making 
me as hard as nails and as brown as a berry. 
Good spirits prevail aiso, so we are not 

ng so badly. 
Poe eeuine, I am homesick sometimes, but 
who would not be here in a country where 
you have a hard time making yourself un- 
derstood, and where our thoughts ever turn 
back to home and God's country. I can 
only hope for a speedy return and with 
that hope a real determination to do all in 
my power to assist in ending this war soon.

Washington, July 3.—Reduction of 
$108,196,836 in the operating income of 
123 of the largest railroads during the 
firet five months under government 


|; control, compared with the same pe- 
| riod a year ago, was announced today 


by the interstate commerce commis- 
sion. 

In May, the last of the five months, 
the roads were beginning to recover 
from the paralyzing effects of bliz- 
zards and embargoes, and the operat- 
ing income rose to @ point nearer last 
year’s figures. For the five months 
the total was $186,987,144 compared 
with $295,183,970 during the same time 
last year, and for May it was $64,276,- 
805 against $76,290,630 last May. 

In spite of the reduced operating 
income, revenues of the roads actually 
were larger for the five months this 


‘year than last. They were %$1,390,282,- 


620 as compared with $1,274,970,498, 
giving margin which was more than 
eaten up by increased expenses. 

Southern railroads alone exceeded 
the operating income for the previous 
year. : ' 
For May operating revenues were 
$313,790,181 as against $284,782,550 in 
1917. Operating expénses for May, 
1918, were $236,688,368 against $§196,- 
7937149 for May, 1917. The net reve- 
nue from railway operations during 
May, 1918, the commission found, was 
$77,101,813, only $10,000,000 below the 
net revenue in 1917, which was $87,- 
989,410. 

In reporting the figure on which 
government compensation is based, 
which is the railroad operating in- 
come less certain debits for equip- 
ment and joint facility rents, the com- 
mission found that the net income of 
the -123 railroads for May, 1918, was

“T dread to think what would have 
happened to an American flying of- 
ficer had he been in my shoes,” said 
Major Lyon today. He then related to 
the Associated Press his experiences 
with the Germans. 

“The Germans,” he said, “seemed ob- 
sessed with the idea that American 
aviators were aboard, and it took us 
some time to convince them otherwise. 
Almost the first words they used when 
approaching our life boat were; ‘Where 
is. the flying officer? | 

“This was when the German com- 
mander ordered us to come alongside 


quickly and explained that the slight | 


delay in the darkness was due to an 
endeavor to rescue a man in the water. 
Then it was that the German com- 
mander. threatened us, again asking: 
"Where are those Americans?” and then 
shot over our heads with his revolver, 
and made more threats. / 

“Captain Sylvester (master of the 
hospital ship), went aboard the sub- 
marine first, remaining perhaps five 
or ten minutes. Then they came after 
me. The second officer of the sub- 
marine grabbed me by the hand and 
I was jerked aboard, a bone in my foot 
being broken. 

“Il ascertained afterward that the 
Germans had questioned Sylvester as 
to whether a wireless message had 
béen dispatched, asking for assistance, 
and about American flying officers. I 
was taken to the conning tower and 
kept standing about three minutes 
while I was interrogated by the Ger- 
man commander regarding my being @ 
medical officer I saw eight or ten 
men while aboard. All of them spoke 
English. Finally they sent me back 
to thé Mfeboat, my story having tallied 
with Sylvester's. 

“This seemed to surprise the Ger- 
mans, as they pretended to be sure 
that aviators were aboard. I have my 
doubts about this belief being genuine, 
my idea being that the Germans sifn- 
ply used this as a pretext for the tor- 
pedoing of the Liandovery Castle.” 

Germans Had Pricer Information. 

Major Lyon related how the Ger- 
mans pursued them soon after the life- 
boat put away from the submarine and 
called for the ship’s second officer, 
who was taken to the conning tower 
and questioned~ at length regarding 
the explosion as the vessel sank. The 
Germans apparently had beforehand in- 
formation, as the commander of the 
submarine, said Major Lyon, had asked

Lyon, “a little later made for us, miss- 
ing our stern by two feet. I believe 


they did not shell us or run us down 
we could not understand. After our 
'expéerience we all agreed that their 
first ‘intentions were to sink without 
past but why they spared us is inex- 
plicable unless it was because most of 
the survivors in our boat are men of 
the sea, and they tell me there is a 
sort of free masonry among them. 

“As the submarine departed in the 
darkness we heard ten or twelve shots, 
one over our heads. I shall never for- 
get the cries of the helpless men in 
| the water clinging to the wreckage 
'that night. While the sea was rolling, 

t was not really rough, and I believe 
that if the Germans had not delayed 
jus we would have been able to assist 
| quite a number. 

“Tl was in the ~ Tee Re room when 
|we were torpedoed. I first went to 
'the state rooms of several nurses, but 
| all were empty. I saw one nurse as- 
cending the companionway, but never 
| got another glance of the women, al- 
‘though one survivor said he saw a 
| boat with twelve of them capsize. 
“Despite the darkness there was no 
| panic and no cries for help until an 
‘individual reached the water. My boat 
was the last to leave the ship. 

Ship Settled Rapidly. 

“The Liandovery Castle began set- 
tling rapidly, first listing, and then 
straightening herself as the bow be- 

an pointing skyward. We were with- 
n forty feet as she _ settled, going 
down so gradually that we did not no- 
tice any suction. last glimpse of 
the shi showed the bow sticking 
straight up out of the water like a 
giant wounded shark and going to her 
death without a struggle. This was 
before our experience aboard the sub- 
marine. 

“The Germans sent us afloat into 
the darkness without a word of fare- 
well suggestion, direction or any- 
thing. But we were all thankful to 
get away from them. The uncertainty 
of our position overcame thoughts of 
my own injury but, above all, I could 
not heip wondering what had become 
of the others. : After the submarine 
disappeared with a swish all was still- 
ness—a terrible stillness. There were 
no more cries’*for help heard. 

“Then a long, night. After 36 hours 
we were rescialt by a British destroy- 
er, and here I am with every comfort 
and attention. But I cannot help but 
feel that if the Germans had not inter- 
\fered we could possibly have saved 
|'many of those poor souls in the water 
climbing to the wreckage and crying 
for help that never came.” 

Major Lyon formerly lived in Van- 
couver, British Columbia, but entered 
the medical service from his home 
town, Edinburgh. ;

No 
more defiant answer could be given to 
the enemy’s challenge.

It Is a Purely Military Step 
Says General ; 


Washington, July 2.—Commenting on 
the new work-or-fight. regulations 
which went into effect yesterday, Pro- 
vost Marshal General Crowder empha- 
sized today that’ the order does not 
affect men outside of draft ages. Sev- 
eral communities apparently have con- 
fused it with anti-loafer laws in some 
states. 

General Crowder explained that the 
work-or-fight order is purely a mili- 
step and that regulations re- 


ce for unregistered men are not em- 
braced in his functions. The: only 
effect the order has upon persons not 
subject to draft is that it offers them 
more opportunities of employment. 
Places vacated by men liable’ to draft 
a gee ap A are left opened to men out 
side of the draft, he explained. . § 
Of the service performed by men 
who leave non-essential pursuits to 
take es essential work, General Crow- 
der said: , 
: “The army and navy are taking the 
men who are best able physically to 
do the fighting. But that is only one 
part of the national task imposed by 
the war. The other part, the part that 
falls on the other men, is to set free 
these men who are to do the fighting. 
Every man who helps to set free a 
fighting man is helping to fight and 


win the war. . 

“Now many of the men of draft age 
in deferred classes two, three and four, 
deferred, that is, om grounds of de- 

ndency, are not engaged in effective 
ndustry. The spectacle is not a satis- 
fying one of a contingent of drafted 
men from class one being marched 
down the street to camp while other 
men of their Own age, watching them 
from the windows,, remain behind to 
sell cigarettes,or dispense soda foun- 
tain drinks, solely because they have 
received deferment on grounds of de- 
pendency. 

“If these men of the same age are 
to stay behind, let them at least get 
into work more effective to help the 
war. Their deferment takes them out 
of military service and yet serves no 
economic war purpose whatsoever. 
They are of military age, and there- 
fore have the primary duty to do war 
work If their dependency gives them 
deferment from immediate miiitary war 
work,. let them at least do something 
economically useful to maintain the 
nation’s welfare while at war. ; 

“They should get into some useful 
and effective occupations or else for- 
feit their deferment from military serv- 
ice. The alternative is a fair one.”

In his charge to the July term grand jury 
yesterday Judge Ben Hill, of the Fulton 
county superior court, defined his attitude 
toward blind tigers and automobile thieves 
in terms that leave no room for doubt as to 
where he stands, and that should receive 
‘the commendation of every self-respecting 
and law-abiding citizen of Georgia. 

As to the prohibition law violators, 
Judge Hill said— 


/ “I am decidedly in favor of the view 
/that blind tigers .should be given 
atraight chaingang sentences and not 
fines. A fine ia merely a license, and 
ia just what the blind tiger wants. 
The only way to stop this character of 
law-breaking ia to send the offenders 
to the chaingang, where they will 
have to work on the public roads” 


Taking up the matter of automobile 
thievery, Judge Hill said that his court “had 
pet its face against auto thieves,” and he de 
clared his intention to do all within his legal 
authority to make the way of this brand of 
crime exceedingly hard. 
is absolutely right in his position 
with respect to each of these two types of 
criminal. 

The selling of whisky in violation of the 
law, and the purloining of automobiles, con- 
stitute two of the most pernicious forms of 
crime against which the decency of Georgia 
has had to contend during recent years. Un- 
doubtedly the tendency of the courts to deal 
mercifully with tigers and auto thieves, and

had the effect of encouraging, rather than 
of discouraging them, because, with whisky 
at a premium because of its scercity, and 
with automobiles, automobile parts and ac- 
cessories so high in value as they are, the 
whisky seller and the auto thief could thrive 
while paying fines.

water and a few cows, a young physi- 
cian fall of aympathy and two or three 
good women aa nurses, many a poor 
wretch can be cured and saved from 
Geath and no longer be an outcast of 
society. Someone surely would be will- 
ime to donate the land, many would be 
willing te donate a cow, some fertilizer 
factory would be willing to give the 
fertilizer, many would want to sive 
books, magazines and papers, and many 
would be willing to give clothes to the 
men and women and provide the women 
cessary articles to make 
ad do fancy work. And then 
uld be enough who would con-- 
money for the upkeep of such 
an institution. If once started it would 
be a great success, for others would 
take an interest in it.” 


That a “course” in such quarters as 1s 
here pictured would result in far more bene- 
fit to the individual concerned and in far 
more happiness in the world at large than 
could ever come out of any penal institu- 
tion; and the joy and self-gratification that 
would come to those who might contribute 
toward putting this thoughtful suggestion 
into practice undoubtedly would be akin to 
that felt by one who throws a lifeline to a 
drowning fellow. 


BOOKS FOR THE RURALISTS. 


Pending in the legislature is a bill pro- 
viding for the appropriation of $5,000 of 
state funds to be used by the Georgia LIi- 
brary commission in extending library fa- 
cilities to the country folk of Georgia. 

The proposed appropriation is so small 
in comparison with the good that could be 
done through it that the bill should pass 
without a vote or a voice opposed to it. 

In several respects the country people of 
Georgia are not getting a square deal. Es- 
pecially is this true with regard to educa- 
tional facilities; but, inasmuch as they by 
far outnumber the residents of cities and 
towns, they have only themselves to blame 
for whatever neglect they suffer. 

The point is, though, that the chief suf- 
ferers are the boys and. girls—and they 
cannot vote nor have a voice in the legis- 
lature. 

The representatives of those boys and 
girls, now in legislative session, have an 
opportunity to benefit them in divers ways. 
Enactment of this library extension bill is 
only one of them. 

Only 20 per cent of Georgia’s population 
is urban; which means that 80 per cent of 
our people live in the country. The cities 
and most of the towns have splendid free 
public libraries; while, although we have a 
state library commission, the 80 per cent 
are absolutely without library facilities— 
the rural boys and girls have no means of 
procuring books to read without going to 
the cities and towns for them. Naturally, 
then, the rural population looks to the state 
for books. 

Georgia is one of twenty-two states hav- 
ing state library commissions; and-it is the 
only one of the twenty-two which does not 
make an annual appropriation from the 
state treasury to enable its commission to 
carry on its work, and the only one whose 
library commission does not conduct a sys- 
tem of traveling lib es for the exclustve 
benefit of its rural’ population—and of the 
whole list of twenty-two states, Georgia is 
at the bottom in point of literacy! 

It would seem that no more argument is 
needed to convince any progressive, enter- 
prising, state-proud legislator what his afti- 
tude should be toward this bill. 

The act has the unqualified endorsement 
of the Georgia State Federation of Women’s 
clubs, the Georgia Library association, the 
United Daughters of the Confederacy, the 
Daughters of the American Revolution, the 
Georgia Educational association, the Geor- 
gia Historical association, and the state and 
county councils of defense. 

If it meets with any opposition whatso- 

on the floor of either house of the as- 
sembly, we hope, for the sake of the fair 
name of Georgia, the fact can be kept a 
secret from the outside world. . 


After next Thursday, July 4, 1918, prob- 
ably will be known in history as Independ- 
ence and Launching day, for upon that day 
there will be such a splashing of newly-built 
ships ag they slide into the water—on both 
sides of this continent—as the world never 
saw before.

Jacques stood in the shadow of a poplar 
by the long white road that wound away 
from the village far over the hills to the 
north.

It was a year ago that Jacques had waved 
his chubby hand at the broad back of papa 
swinging along the road to the north coun- 
try. At the top of the hill papa had turned 
to fling back the cheeriest sort of au ‘voir 
so that Jacquea would know very well that 
goon papa would be coming home again. 

Summer with ita panorama of singing 
men marching north and broken men drag- 
ging wearily southward; winter with snow 
where the white dust lay, and now 
spring again and still papa had not come. 

To be sure, there was the letter in the 
long envelope from Paris that made mama 
cry, but Jacques knew in hia heart that 
mama was mistaken. She had told him on 
that gray day when the thundering behind 
the hill was very loud‘that he need not go 
out to his poplar any more. But what was 
@ woman to know of such things? Had not 
papa promised? And then there was the 
Boche helmet that Jacques was to have for 
his very own. 

So the boy kept hopefiil eyes upon the 
blue hills and went regularly to his post by 
the poplar despite: mama’s tears and the 
statement of his kindly, gray-haired official 
that soon Jacques must leave his home to 
go to live with other little boys in a great 
institution. 

Try as he would to be brave, however, 
Jacques was troubled this afternoon. He 
would stand stiffly at salute as new detach- 
ments went eilently by. As they gravely 
acknowledged the salute, some of the blue- 
clad men would turn to look back at the 
little figure under the poplar. He seemed 
to be shaken by a sorrow that such a child 
should never know. 

Werld Not Kind to French Boys, 

No, the world was not kind to French 
boys whose fathers had gone away to where 
the big guns were quarreling. To be sure, 
the old man had said that mama was to 
have ten cents a day from the government, 
but that was. so little to feed and clothe 
a family. And with papa so long away and 
mama so sad and very little to eat and 
nothing at all to play with, we can hardly 
blame Jacques if his head drooped a bit as 
he trudged away from the poplar. For the 
first time the awful thought that all these 
older people might be right and that papa 
would never again come singing down the 
hill was having its way with him. 

On all the poplar-lined roads of France 
today there are children looking to the north 
for fathers who will never return. We can 
do but little to make their vigils easier. 
They have been made fatherless that the 
world they are to live in may be free, but 
this they cannot understand. Despite the 
gentle sun-light of northern France, these 
are black days for ita youth. 

But though we can never give Jacques’ 
father back to the boy, there is something 
we can do right here and now in America 
where there is no threat from the northern 
hills, 

Two Independence Days. 

On July 4 we celebrate the birthday of 
the nation that we love today with a new 
passion. And ten days later in France 
Jacques and his friends will wave tri-colors 
and do their little bit to be happy. because 
that is the day the Bastile fell. On other 
Fourths you and the children have shown 
that you are true Americana by shooting 
off fire-crackers and saying “Ah” as the 
rocketa spilled their sparks among the trees, 
which was only right and proper. But this 
year they are sending up rockets over “No 
Man’s Land” in Jacques’ country and there 
ia Httle feasting there even on Bastile day. 

So what you can do for Jacques is this. 
Tell the children that instead of firecrackers 
and rockets you are going to give a child in 
France a chance for the life that your chil- 
dren have so abundantly. Tell them that 
you are going to keep Jacques out of that 
grim institution and let him stay home where 
he can run out and talk to hig poplar every. 
now and then and salute the soldiers that 
were papa’s: friends. 

It is just another chance for you and 
the children to show that you believe in your 
America that was born in Independence Hall 
You can add in the name of your children. to 
the ten cents a day that the French govern- 
ment gives to the fatherlesas children ‘or 
France an equal sum. 

There is an American society called “The 
Fatherless Children of France” that has 
made arrangements to take your money and 
get it into the homes where it is most 
needed. For a sum as low as $36.50 a year 
you can keep a child safely at home under 
mother’s care. As soon as you send your 
money, to the society you will be given the 
name of the child that you are caring for 
and some fine day you will receive a letter 
from that child telling what your generosity 
has meant. That jetter will be more to yoy 
and the ones you love than whole wagon 
loads of firecrackers.

In this day of food conservation, when 
beefsteak is as rare as red liquor in a bone- 
dry atate, it is interesting to know just what 
ia being done toward feeding the people 
satisfactorily and well without the old 
products so dear to the hearta and the appe- 
tites of the average citizen. 

Just contemplate for a moment a plank 
steak, for a party of four, om a Monday 
evening, for instance, just before the theater; 
and then just after—well, possibly a giass of 
cold water; anyway, with its side decorations 
of potatoes and tomatoes and radish and 
so on! ‘ 

It makes one hungry to think of it. 

But thie is war! I cannot believe there 
ia a man in Georgia who ia not willing to 
make any sacrifice te pay the price of Vic- 
tory! And after all there are other things 
to eat—just aa nourishing, just as palatabie, 
just as appetizing, aa beef— 

Take fish! I am a great advocate of 
fish. I have studied their food value. I 
believe in them. And for that reason I went 
te Commissioner Slate and asked him to give 
me a comprehensive statement of just what 
the fish industry in Georgia waa doing to- 
ward the solution of the food problem, and

What Georgia Fishermen 
Are Doing for the War. 


“The fishermen on the coast of Georgia 
have responded nobly to the work of trying 
to increase their catch. All last winter in 
the coldest days the fishing fleet went out 
to sea and now with the submarine scare 
off the Atlantic coast they are still d 
at work. They are doing thelr utmost to 
try to produce for the people of Georgia and 
the United States every available pound of 
h so that supplies of beef and pork 
may be released for export shipment. 

‘If you will consider some figures in 
reference to the fish industry of the coast 
you will find this. Reducing figures to num- 
bers of cattle and counting the cattle as 
weighing 1,000 pounds to the head we find 
that the fishermen of Georgia are producing 
per day 125 head of cattle against 69 head 
two years ago. This ig a remarkable in- 
crease and if you will begin to figure on 
this you will "find that this increase of 31 
head of cattle per day to 930,000 pounds of 
meat per month or 11,160,006 of meat per 


ear. 

“I give these figures so that to some ex- 
tent our people can realize what the salt 
water fish industry is doing. I want to pay 
especial tribute to the men who man the 
boats and their hearty and active co-opera- 
tion all during the trying months of the last 
year. By the men who man the boats, I 
mean the men who really do the fishing on 
the coast. I know of no more patriotic citi- 
zens in Georgia than these who are doing 
their utmost to *elp supply the nation with 
substitutes for : .cat.” 


Some of the Problems 
To Be Confronted. 


There are a great many angles to this 
fishing industry. Some of these should have 
the attentionpof the present legislature. 

Just eight years ago the value of the 
shrimp catch upon the coast of Georgid was 
placed by the bureau of fisheries at $18,000. 

Now the sale of shrimp caught out of 
Georgia waters exceeds $1,000,000 and there 
are licensed in this state 248 boats engaged 
in this business. 

Several thousand people along the coast 
make their living this way. 

The value of Georgia scale fish ¢atch 
owing to high prices is larger this year, but 
the net catch has not kept up owing to the 
fact that there was not as much fishing for 
shad as usual last spring. 

Slowly the oyster lands of the state are 
being depleted and will need careful legisla- 
tion to’ bring them back to their former con- 
ditions. 

Georgia now has more than 200,000 acrea 
of submerged bottom lands which are ideal 
for the cultivation of oysters. 

Her inland waters are filled with plant 
and animal food suitable for the cultivation 
of oysters. 

* If we look at the map we will find that 
the fresh water streams of Georgia pour into 
the salt water sounds a vast amount of 
animal and vegetable life. Georgia inland 
sounds and waters form. ideal places for 
shell fish life and for the spawning beds of 
scale fish, : 

A restoration of the oyster beds of the 
state would help largely in thé increase. of 
scale fish life, because these beds are natural 
feeding places for scale fish and also form 
a protection from the enemies of scale fish 
which live in deeper waters.

Governor’s Message 
To Assembly Today. 


The governor will send his annual mes- 
sage to the general assembly today. It will 
be a concise, compYehensive, direct discus- 
sion of many of the big problems confronting 
the state under the exigencies of the times. 

I am satisfied he will ask for a state 
highway system that can operate without 
county interference; for an adequate appro- 
priation for the work of the state Council 
of Defense; for legislation looking to the 
greater development of Georgia’s rivers and 
barbors; for a state-wide tick eradication 
law; for the control of the experimental sta- 
tion by the State College of Agriculture; for 
the conversion of the railroad commission 
into a state corporation commission, with 
three members; for a atate grand jury to 
offer presentments in mob violence cases; 
for an absentee voting law, and for other 
such constructive legislation as the asatate 
needs at this time, 

Most of these measures have been dis- 
cussed from time to time in these columns, 
and I know that the people generally are in 
favor of every suggeation I have mentioned. 
I know that the governor is in favor of such 
measures, hence I am confident he will cover 
them in his message.

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| And the Remedy for It 


Editor Constitution: 

I have been deeply impressed with the 
editorials appearing in The Constitution, to- 
gether with. other articlea bearing upon the 
meed of nurses for our armies abroad, and 
for our sick here at home. 4 

In Sunday’s paper there was a fine appeal 
from £dna Cain Daniel, “Will Sarah Smith 
be a slacker, or help our soldiers win the 
war? The Red Cross has taken such toll 
of our hospitals and private institutions, by 
drawing into ita folds many of our best 
nurses, that already we are beginning to feel 
keenly the need of young women to fill the 
gap made by this draft. Today in Atlanta 
(and this city is but an illustration of what 
obtains throughout the country), it is al- 
most impossible to secure the services of a 
nurse for private dyty in a home, while the 
nurses in the various hospitala and sanatoria 
here, have had their duties so increased, as, 
in many instances, to amount te double duty, 
which sooner or later will so tell upon their 
health as to impair their usefulnesa for the 
future. 

Nor are the young women making appli- 
cation for admission to the training schools, 
in any great numbers. Even. patriotiam does 
not fire-them with the ardor that causes 
their brother to anawer the “call” Why 
ia thie? ! 

I have made it my business, while mak- 
ing my rounds‘at various hospitals, to care- 
fully observe the daily life of the nurse in 
training. I have talked with many nurees, 
and ex-superintendents of nurses, in an ef- 
fort to aacertain why it is that a profession 
so noble and ennobling within itself, is 
“going begging.” As the situation appears 
to me, when the hospitals and training 
schools make more attractive the protession 
of trained nursing, more of our young women 
will take it up, not solely as a means of 
livelihood, but as a badge of honor.. At 
present nurses, while in training, are over- 
worked, underpaid, and not properly fed. 
This is the plain unvarnished truth. 

In some instancea, they have absolutely 
no privacy in their rooma, having to share 
them with as many as three others, some 
of whom are on night duty while they are 
at work during the day. In this way the 
sleep and rest of both day and night nurse 
ia liable to be disturbed, should the other 
desire to have access to her room for any 
purpose. Several years ago at Grady hospital, 
there were 18 nurses herded together like 
cattle, in one large room. This waa not the 
fault of the superintendent, whose sympa- 
thies have always been with the nurses. 
It was a condition, the outgrowth of a lack 
of funds to provide adequate accommodations 
for the nurses while in training. 

Many a young woman leaves her home, 
where she has been acoustomed to all the 
comforts and many of the luxuries of life, 
to enter a training school. She stays a few 
months, or a year at the longest, and gives 
it up because of the unattractiveness of the 
course of training, and in some instances, 
the hardships she encounters ere the goal > 
is reached. 

Far from discouraging young women from 
becoming trained nurses, I would urge them 
to do so. I know of nothing that commands 
my own respect and esteem more than does 
this noble profession, and my hat is off to 
every one of them. But I do think that just 
now the training schools throughout the 
country, should make special effort to offer 
such inducements to our young women, that 
they will choose this calling, in which they 
are now, and for some yeara to come, will 
be so sorely needed. 

If I mistake ‘not, the government has 
seen to it that those working in munitions 
factories, and on the emergency fleet, are 
not only adequately paid, but properly 
housed while pursuing their vocation. Con- 
gress has, I believe, set apart a sum to be 
used in properly housing, not only the work- 
men, but their families as well, so that the 
laborer may work under conditions of con- 
tentment, and only under auch conditions 
can one do his or her best work. 

Realizing this, it has seemed to me that 
since the burning question of an adequate 
supply of nurses is not being met in re- 
sponse to the call, it would be only proper 
for the government to subsidize a certain 
mumber of recognized training schools 
throughout the country, lending them its 
powerful aid in a manner to be worked out 
by the proper war-work authorities. If the 
ship-carpenter, who ts here today and gone 
tomorrow, can have the strong arm of his 
government reach out and build houses for 
his wife and babies to live tn, while he 
builds ships, it does seem only right. that 
the young woman who ia to care for our 
loved ones on the battlefields of France, and 
the one who takes her place in the hogpital 
or home, in our own fair land, should meet 
with some recognition and consideration. * 

If some plan could be made available, 
whereby young women would find their 
training-period attractive, there would be no 
dearth of nurses during nor after the war.

its operations it should correct the mistaken 
impression to the effect that the building 
of such a double track would at all relieve 
the situation. 

The difficulty arises solely from «a short- 
age of cars, and especially of motormen and 
conductors to operate cars. Each day the 
company is now forced to leave from fif- 
teen to twenty regular schedule cars in 
the barn without taking them out at all 
because of the lack of conductors and mo- 
tormen to operate the same, 

If there were as many as four tracks 
from Atlanta to Camp Gordon the company 
could not operate any more cars in that 
service because of the lack of men to op- 
erate them and the shortage in cars, too. 

Furthermore, as already explained to the 
public, the method of parking cars and 
moving the traffic over this line in large 
volume in one direction at a time enables 
the company to handle a great many more 
soldiers than it could possibly do in any 
other way, and this can be done on the 
| present tracks and leave the resources of

) “There are underlying causes which the 
company believes are behind this agitation, 
but as these will provoke controversy, it 
is perhaps best not to speak of them at 
this time.

In Red Cross of Southern Women 


Athens, Ga., July 2.—(Special.)—To 
do what you are asked to do, in the 
way directed and when directed, should 
be one of the guiding principles on 
the Red Cross work rooms,” stated Mrs. 
John W. Grant to & representative of 
the press previous to making her re- 
port at the state conference of Red 
Cross workers, beginning its sessions 
here today. 

“Therefore, the need of the organiza- 
tion—the machinery through which the 
work can be regularly and systemati- 
cally done when the call for the work 
and workers is made.” 


Mrs. Grant is head of the woman’s 


) bureau of the southern division of the 


Red Cross, and her report made at 
the morning session of the state con- 
ference was clear, concise and  in- 
spiring. . 

“The only asset the Red Cross has 
is the good will and confidence of the 
American people, and they have dem- 
onstrated many times that they trust 
this splendid organization. It is the 
largest mercantile business in the 
world and is the government’s machine 
for war relief work.” 

Mrs. Grant defined woman’s bureau 
produc- 
tion, inspection of finished supplies, 
standardization of work rooms, organi- 
zation of surgical dressing classes, ap- 
pointment and training of instruction. 


/ STANDARDIZATION 


OF PRODUCTION. 
Futher, Mrs. Grant sald: 


“No policy of production, no method of 
making, no directions for packing or ship- 
ping originate in the southern division. 
National headquarters is the source of all 
instructions. It is essential that we have 
standard directions for making every ar- 


‘ticle of Red Cross production. It is equal- 


ly essential that this standardi article 
be the most practical, economical and use- 
ful one that can be devised. The models 
for the surgical dressings and hospital gar- 
ments are determined by the surgeon gen- 
eral of the army and Dr. Hartwell, of the 
Red . The refugee garments by the 
commission in Europe, whe make a care- 
ful study of conditions and customs. 680, 
even if the models do look peculiar to you 
and you are confident you could design a 
much better article, forget it and follow 
directions. We give these directions by 
letter, typed and printed sheets and through 
our instructors. 


“All finished supplies are sent to division 
warehouse. There every, box is opened and 
inspected. This work at first was liabo- 
rious to the last degree. No two chapters 
made the same article alike. It was sc dif- 
ficult to persuade chapters of the necessity 
of ‘following directions. At last they have 
learned and the most gratifying part of all 
my work is the beautiful order and system 
now existing, following the almost hopeless 
chaos of last fall. 

“This phase of the work has not yet been 
developed to my satisfaction and I hepe 
in the near future to give the subject more 
attention. Meanwhile each chapter has

“We .are making surgical dressings of 
the following types: First, base hospital: 
These surgical dressings are packed in pa- 
per bags, shipped direct to hase : hospital, 
where they are sterilized and are then ready 
for “use. Second, evacuation hospital: These 
are wrapped#@n sulphur paper, then packed 
in cotton Dags and sent to, a sterilizing 
plant. The paper prevents them from be- 
coming contaminated after sterilization. 
They are then sent to evacuations hospitals, 
where they are ready for immediate use. 
Third, front line packets: These are three 
sizes, red, pens Be blue. We are making 
the red, the smallest. re. 

The Packet. . , 

“This periet is a cotton bag conthinin 
several dressings. When it leaves the 
work room it is sent to a sterilizing pliant, 
where it is made)\sterile and wrapped in a 
very secure and strong waterproof paper, 
red in color. Will stand very severe treat- 
ment. These packets are used in the 
trenches and dugouts and is the very first 
dressing within reach of the surgeon. They 
have an unusual interest to me, for I know 
if the surgeon can only reach the wounded 
man before infection, this lMttle packet may 
save his life. 

“We have made in Georgia 1,399,323 sur- 
gical dressings since October. In addition, 
the surgical dressings chapters, together 
with the remaining 287 chapters of the di- 
vision, have made thousands of hospital 
— refugee clothing and knitted ar- 

“The woman’s bureau will no longer m 
allotments, This werk had beanant we ae 
mous and laborious that it has beocme a 
separate section. But we are Gelighted to 
give information as to how te make any- 
thing in the Red Cross allotments, It is 
most important that you wait for allot- 
ments, both in surgical dressings and gar- 
menta, before buying material. The right 
material is so scarce it must not be made 
luto the wrong article. Cargo space is so 
limited we cannot ship non-essentials, So 
noid your workers ready tg anewer a call 
whenever it may come, but do not use 
their splendid energy in an undirected way.”

J bearish report from the department of 


agriculture, but the figures exceeded 
expectations, particularly with refer- 
ence td acreage, which showed an in- 
crease of 6.2 per cent, with an esti- 


mated area planted of 37,073,000 acres. 
This, with the condition of 85.8, or 
6 points above the 10-year average, 
pointed to a crop of 15,325,000 bales, 
excluding linters, with average condli- 
tions hereafter. The market was rath- 
er nervous and irregular during the 
earlier trading. After opening steady 
at a decline of 3 to 28 points, active 
months sold about 23 to 28 points net 
lower, but held pretty well at this level 
with moderate rallies on the forecast 
for fair weather in the southwest, 
where rain is needed. 

Publication of the official crop fig- 
ures proved the signal for heavy sell- 
ing, however, and prices soon showed 
net losses of some 60 to 80 points. For 
a timé@ offerings were pretty well ab- 
sorbed at this level by trade buying 
and covering, but the demand was 
gradually supplied and prices weak- 
ened again in the late trading follow- 
ing reports of easier spot markets and 
rumors of rain in the southwest. July

In a statement Sconmpanying the re- 
port the department of agriculture said 
there is com vely no abandoned 
acreage at this time and from this it 
is inferred that the production forecast, 
which allows for 1 per cent abandon- 
ment of acreage, should ode slightly 
larger. The statement says: 

“The high prices prevail in the 
spring encouraged farmers all over the 
cotton-producing’ states to plant as 
much cotton as was possible. e prin- 
cipal drawback has been the shortage 
of farm labor, because of the necessity 
of drafting men into the military serv- 
ice of the coun there has been a 
scarcity of farm help throughout the 
season. The war industries have called 
many men also. Wages are compara- 
tively high at the sawmills and ship- 


buildi plants, and many hands have 
deserted the farm for these indus- 
tries. Nevertheless, the farmer and 


his family, ineluding women and chil- 
dren, have worked harder than ever 
before. Saturday holidays have been 
generally abolished and farm laborers 
generally are putting in more hours per 
day than heretofore. Labor-saving de- 
vices have been introduced to a consid- 
erable extent and the farmer has gen- 
erally increased his cotton acreage and 
at the same time has planted more feed 
and food crops than usual.. 

“The season has been generally fa- 
vorable for farm work, but for which 
fact it would have been impossible with 
the labor available to work the acreage 
Planted, and at this time there is com- 
paratively no abandoned cotton acre- 
age. In the older boll weevil districts 
farmers are getting back into cotton 
and there is a heavy increase in the 
southern portion of Mississippi and Ala- 
bama, two states which were hard hit 
a few year sago by the weevil. Por- 
tions of the west have been too dry 
for cotton, especially in western Texas, 
where there is a decrease in acreage.”

This was not 
satisfactory, it seems, and, at the end 
of the interview, it is stated, they told 
Mr. Barker that unless the road would 
help them they would quit on the fol- 
lowing Saturday, June 29.

A. Gregg, of Roanoke, Va., vice presi- 
dent of the former organization, but 
representing both, came here, with a 
view to adjusting the matter. ‘ Efforts 
to \adjust, however, have failed. 

Passenger trains were operated on 
the road Saturday and Sunday by an 
engineer and conductor secured outside 
the city, but no trains have been op- 
erated since that time. The mails 
have been delivered to the towns by 
automobile. 

The matter has been taken up with 
the mediation board in Washington, 
and if an a stment is not made soon, 
aman will be sent by: this board to 
attempt a settlement of the difficulty. 

‘The engineers on passenger trains 
on this road have received $100 per 
month, the conductors $90; on freights, 
the engineers $90 and the conductors 
$75, with no overtime, and time out 
when caught by the federal sixteen- 
hour law, according to the trainmen. 


LICENSE FOR SHOOTING | 
FIREWORKS NOW NEEDED 


One license for the shooting of fire- 
works had been issued by the county 
explosive director, Arnold Broyles, at 
a late hour yesterday. Many restric- 
tions have been put on fireworks by 
the government. This year any pur- 
chase of fireworks over the cost of 10 
cents per package must be accompa- 
“ee with a license which costs 25 
cents. 

Mr. Broyles stated that the general 
public had not awakened to the reali- 
zation that it was necessary to have 
a license to shoot a Roman candle if 
the candle costs over 10 cents, and that 
he expected any number of applica- 
tions today. 

The official communication, under 
which such cases come, was sent from 
Washington, and reads as follows: 

The manufacture, sale, exportation, im- 
portation and purchase of fireworks of all 
kinds and in any quantity will be under li- 
cense, and the foregoing rules will apply. 
excepting that no license will be required 
for the purchase at retail of Chinese fire- 
crackers, American firecrackers, toy tor- 
pedoes, serpents, sparklers or toy paper caps 
when costing not more than ten cents per 
package.

With the American Army in France, 
July 2.—(By the Associated Press.)— 
The German emperor has distributed 
iron crosses galore among the Ameri- 
can forces holding new lines westward 
of Hill 204. The distribution, of course, 
was not direct. It was via the chests 
of soldiers whom Germany considers 
among her best. Having an iron 
cross in one’s possession seems to be 
@ fad among-the American forces, for 


nearly every prisoner taken has one, 
and extremely few retain them. They 
are probably overlooked during ‘the 
excitement of battle and the . subse- 
quent hurry to get the prisoner to the 
rear out of the zone of fire. 

A few Americans seen today had the 
medal cherished by the enemy pinned 
in the center of their shirts—not the 
left side either—while others pulled 
their trophies from their pockets, ex- 


plaining that they considered them the 
best souvenirs obtainable because they 
are easily mailed home, while such 
things as machine guns, rifles and 
trench mortars are likely to become 
elephants on one’s hands. 

The men said that some of the cross- 
es had been given voluntarily by the 
Germans when they were asked for 
them, but other crosses were simply 
cut off the prisoners’ shirts or other- 
wise removed. 

One small doughboy, who looked less 
than twenty years of age, stepped up 
to a German officer who had been 
taken prisoner and drew his bayonet 


to cut off the cross. The officer 
thought the American intended to kill 
him and turned and fled, the Ameri- 
can soldier chasing him with the bare 
shining bayonet in his hand. The of- 
ficer finally was headed off by other 
Americans and then the small soldier 
approached, patted the German on the 
Shoulder with one hand and removed 
the desired trophy with the other, much 
to the astonishment of the officer. The 
American gave the German a cigarette 
and a match and the bargain was closed.

BAGDAD A LIVE CITY 
UNDER BRITISH RULE 


London, July 2.—The British officia} 
press correspondent with the British 
army in Mesopotamia sends the follow- 
ing dispatch: 

‘The Turk has been dissipated on all 
three fronts during the last year. 
Meanwhile peace has reigned in the 
city of Bagdad and the amenities of 
life have been multiplying for the army 
and for the civil population. 

“Bagdad was dead:to all appearances 
when the British army entered March 
11, last year. Now it is a bustling hive 
of humanity. Thousands of workmen 
pass through the streets early and late. 
The main street is paved and lighted. 
There is a constant stream of traffic 
and the sleepiest old women who haunt 
the streets have become adept at dodg- 
ing the American motor cars, which 
rush through the streets. 

“A police force and a fire depart- 
ment have been organized. The old- 
fashioned oil lamps in the streets have 
been replaced by electric lights. The 
water supply has been improved and 
extended. Mosques have been repaired, 
roads have been paved and schools, in- 
cluding a training school for native 
teachers, have been opened. : 

‘The streets now are well watered 
in dry weather and sanitary officials
